LONDON 
— Dr. Alan Nunn 
May, the W est’s first co nvicted 
ato m spy, was still hiding o ut 
fro m the press and public to day 
mo re than 36 ho urs after his re­ 
lease fro m jail. 
So me British newspapers o rgan­ 
ized a virtual natio n-wide man­ 
hunt. Mo st press activity centered 
abo ut the co ttage o f Nunn M ay’s 
bro ther, Ralph, in the quiet little 
village o f Chalfo nt St. Peter, 20 
m iles fro m Lo ndo n. 
Despite Ralph’s denial to news-j 
m en last night that his bro ther 
had co me there, a few repo rters 
and pho to graphers co ntinued to pa­ 
tro l the sidewalk in fro nt o f the 
co ttage. 
May, 41, was released after serv­ 
ing six years and eight mo nths o f 
a 10 year sentence fo r giving the 
Russians sam ples o f uranium m a­ 
terials used in the first American 
A-bo mb. He was bro ught to trial 
in 1946. He go t tim e o ff fo r go o d be­ 
havio r. 
The liberal, independent Man­ 
chester Guardian sided with the 
British Ho me Office which helped 
smuggle Nunn May o ut o f Wo rm­ 
wo o d Scrubs priso n befo re dawn 
yesterday to guard him fro m “ un­ 
due publicity.” 
“ What do the newspapers which 
sent repo rters chasing after Nunn 
May expect him to say to them ?” 
the G uardian asked in an edito rial. 
“What do they think the public 
needs to be to ld abo ut him ?” the 
It necessary to harry the ho mes 
o f m en and wo men w'ho simply 
happen to belo ng to the sam e fam ­ 
ily?” 
’The G uardisan said “There is 
a decent British traditio n that a 
m an’s past is no t to be raked up 
lightly, and that a co nvict having 
purged his o ffense is entitled to 
do what he can to m ake a new 
start in life x x x.” 
Despite this traditio n, the paper 
said, 
“ a sectio n o f the British 
press seems determ ined to co n­ 
vince him that almo st anything be­

Strikes Beset 
Co untry Mo st 
111 Six Years 


Sto ppages Near 19 46 
Reco rd Which Bro ’t 
Taft-Hartley Measure 


WASHINGTON i.P — The year 
no w’ draw ing to a clo se had mo re 
strikes and m o re idleness 
fro m 
wo rk sto ppages than any perio d 
since the industrial co nvulsio ns o f 
1946, the Labo r D epartm ent re­ 
po rted to day. 
It said 4,950 sto ppages began in 
1952. 'This was clo se to the reco rd 
o f 4,985 set in 1946 when labo r 
went after its “ first ro und” o f po st­ 
w ar wage bo o sts. 
The 1946 strike w’ave had much 
to do with enactm ent o f the Taft- 
Hartley Industrial Relatio ns Act 
in the fo llo wing year. Sto ppages 
in 1952 exceeded—in num ber o f 
shutdo wns, w’o rkers invo lved, and 
days o f pro ductio n lo st—any pre­ 
vio us year under the Taft-Hartley 
law. 
'Thirty-fo ur m ajo r sto ppages, in­ 
vo lving m o re than 10,000 wo rkers 
each, w’ere reco rded in the survey 
m ade by the Bureau o f 
Labo r 
Statistics (BLS). The biggest was 
the two -mo nth strike o f the CIO 
United Steelwo rkers. 
AFL unio ns w’ere invo lved in 17 
o f the m ajo r sto ppages, CIO unio ns 
in 12. and independent unio ns in 
6. The industry mo st hit was co n­ 
structio n; it had 7 big strikes, 5 
o f them affecting pro jects ot the 
Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n. 
Strikes o f all sizes o utnumbered 
the 1951 to tal by abo ut 5 per cent, 
but man-days o f idleness m o re than 
do ubled—increasing fro m 22,900,- 
000 in 1951 to 55 millio n this year. 
(A man-day is the tim e o f o ne 
man fo r o ne day.) 
So me 3ti millio n wo rkers were 
invo lved in this year’s sto ppages, 
as against 2,200,000 last year. 
Eco no mic issues, prim arily wag­ 
es, were the do m inant cause o f 
the large shutdo w’ns, BLS said. In 
several cases, including the steel 
strike, the wage issue was related 
to demands fo r unio n security.
